MANILA, March 29 (Wednesday,) 
10:10 p.m.—After a couple of hour» 
of rest, Gen. MacArthur's division 
pushed on across rice fields and 
rivers, through the jungle without 
meeting any opposition, the enemy 
fiying from the villages of Taal, 
Ueat and Bigaa, after burning them. 
Even the town of Bulacan, the cap- 
ital of the province, was burned 
and abandoned, although Gen. Mac- 
Arthur passed miles to the right. . 

At 5 o’clock the enemy made a 
stand in trenches half a mile be- 
yond Guiguinto station, at a river 
crossing. The Kansas and Pennsyl- 
vania regiments immediately de- 
ployed, crossing the railroad bridge | 


; ander heavy fire, and attacked the 


enemy’s position. The rebels with- 
stood the musketry fire for half an 
hour, but the artillery disconcerted 
them at the end of a forty-five min- 
ate fight, the insurgents bolted to- 
wards the hills. Our loss was two 
killed and twenty wounded. The 
enemy’s loss was severe. Gen, Mac- 
Arthur went into camp near Gui- 
guinto station at 6:30 o’clock, four 
miles from Malolos. 
NEW ASPECT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—When 
Gen. Otis reported to the War De- 
partment early today that at 6 o’clock 
this morning the American troops un- 
der Gen. MacArthur again took up 
their advance, there was renewed ex- 
pectation of fighting and decisive de- 
velopment. Gen. Otis’s dispatch cov- 
ered much ground, not only in showing 
the position of our forces, but also 
the extent of the advance contem- 
plated for the day. . The halt and rest 
of yesterday gave a new aspect to the 
advance, for instead of a long-contin- 
ved fight with jaded troops and ex- 
hausted supplies, Gen. MacArthur be- 
gan practically a new advance today 
with his men refreshed and well sup- 
plied. 

Maj. Simpson, who is closely follow- 
ing the movement of the troops - by 
means of the military map, regarded 
Gen. Otis’s dispatch 'as showing that 
the plan today was to reach Bigaa, 
seven miles from Malolos, and there 
wait until tomorrow for the final ad- 
vance on Malolos. The march cut out 
for today covers about seven miles. 
The two towns mentioned, Bocave and 
Bigaa, are the only ones along the line 
of march, and they are small pueblas.

A SECOND TRAITOR. 


Filipino Woman Lures a Regiment 
Cook from the Flag. 
[BY DIRECT’ WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
SEATTLE, March  29.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A second traitor to the 
arms and flag of the United States 
is reported from Manila. His case is 
not quite as bad as that of Corporal 
John W. Haze of the California Regi- 


ment, as he is not a native born 
American. Like Haze, he met his just 
deserts. 


The second traitor is a Liverpool 
Irishman named John Walsh, who for 
a long time lived in an Eastern State. 
He had been connected with several 
regiments as cook, and while not en- 
titled to do so, had fought against the 
Filipinos. A woman was the cause of 
his doavnfall. She persuaded him to 
follow her to a Filipino camp. He 

was given a captain’ ‘8 commission and 
sword. He was found badly wounded 
‘near Paco, ~and~ died while being 
brought to the hospital. He expressed 
profound repentence at having turned 
his back on his friends. 

The woman who caused Walsh to 
turn his back on his adopted country 
was of doubtful reputation, and ac- 
cording to mail advices received here, 
left him for one of her countrymen 
soon after Walsh joined the insurgents.

APIA (Samoan Islands,) March 33, 
via Auckland, N. Z., March 29. (Copy- 
right by the Associated Press, 1899.)— 
The troubles growing out of the election 
of a King of Samoa have taken a more 
serious turn and resulted in the bom- 
bardment of the native villages along — 
the shore by the United States cruiser | 
Philadelpnia, Admiral Kautz 
manding, and the British cruisers Por- 
poise and Royalist. The bombardment 
has continued intermittently for cizht 
days. Several villages hav2 been 
burned, and there have been a num- 
ber of casualties among the American 
and British sailors and marines. As 
yet, it is impossible to estimate the 
number of natives killed or injured. 

As Mataafa and his chiefs, constitut- 
ing the provisional government, con- 
tinued to defy the treaty after the ar- 
rival of the Philadelphia, Admiral 
Kautz summoned the various consuls 
and the senior naval officers to a con- 
ference on board the Philadelphia 
when the whole situation was care- 
fully canvassed...The upshet was a- 
resolution to dismiss the provisional 
government, and Admiral Kautz is- 
sved a proclamation calling upon Ma- 
taafa and his chiefs to return to their 
homes. Mataafa evacuated Mulinuu, 
the town he had made his headquar- 
ters, and went into the interior. 

Herr Rose, the German Consul at 
Apia, issued a proclamation supple- 
menting the one he had issued several 
weeks before, upholding the provisional 
government. As a result of this, the 
Mataafans assembled in large force 
and hemmed in the town. The British 
cruiser Royalist brought the Malietoa 
prisoners from the islands to which 
they had been transferred by the pro- 
visional gove rnment. 

The Americans then fortified Mu- 
-linuu, where twenty-two Malietoans 
took refuge. The rebels, the adherents 
of Mataafa, barricaded the roads with- 
municipality and seized the 
British houses. An ultimatum was 
then sent to them ordering them to 
«evacuate; and threatening them, in the 
event of refusal, with a bombardment, 
to commence at 1 o'clock on the after- 
noon of March 15. This was ignored, 
and the rebels commenced an attack 
in the direction of the United States 
and British Consulates about half an 
hour before the time fixed for the bom- 
bardment. The Philad2lphia, Porpoise 
and Royalist opened fire upon the dis- 
tart villages. There was great diffi- 
culty in locating the enemy, owing to 
the dense forest, but several shore vil- 
lages were soon in flames. 

A defective shell from the Philadel- 
phia exploded near the American con- 
sulate. 4nd the marines outside nar- 
rowly escaped. A fragment struck the 
lez of Private Rudge, shettering it so 
badly as to necessitate amputation. 
Another fragment’ traversed to the 
German consulate, smashing the crock- 
ery. The Germans then went on board 
the German cruiser Falk. — 

During the night the rebels made a 
hot attack on the town, killing three 
British sailors. A British marine was 
shot in the leg by a sentry of his own 
party; another was shot in the foot, 
and an American sentry was killed at 
his post. 

The bombardment continuing, the in- 
habitants of the town took refuge on 
board the Royalist, greatly crowding 
the vessel. Many people are leaving 
Samoa. the captain of the Royalist 
urging them to go, so as not to inter- 
fere with the military: operations. 

The Porpoise has shelled the villages 
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between the 


east and west of Apia, and captured 
many boats. The Americans and Brit- 
ish are fighting spiendidly together, but 
there is a bitter feeling against the 
Germans. Two mén, a British and a 
German subject, have been.arpested as 
spies. The bombardment of the jungle 
was for a time very hot.

MORE VOLUNTEERS. 


REGULARS WILL SUPPLANT THEM 
IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Greatest Demand for Organization 
of the Outstanding Forces Comes 
from Men Who Desire Appoint- 
‘ments—Positively No Organiza- 
tion Will Be Made Unless Needed, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, March  29.—The 
‘President today discussed with his ad- 
visers and callers the situation in the 
Philippines. Assistant Secretary of 
War Meiklejohn and Adjt.-Gen. Cor- 
bin, who have kept close track of the 
progress of the American navy and the 
condition of the troops, were with him 
for some time. With him they went 
over the situation, and he expressed his 
pleasure at the good progress Gen. Otis 
and his generals had made, though he 
regretted the loss of life. 

The dispatch of Gen. Otis received 
early this morning was not supple- 
mented by any later news. The opin- 
ion was given at the War Depart- 
ment that Gen. Otis had ample force 
under his command, and that when the 
regulars now on their way to Manila 
reached their destination cihere would 
be little need of retaining the volun- 
teers in service there. No demand for 
muster out will hold good until the for- 
ma! ratification of the peace treaty oc- 
eurs, and when this will be done is not 
known. The French Ambassador, who 
is acting for Spain, has no information 
on the subject, and does not know 
when the treaty will be received here. 

Secretary Alger has reported a fa- 
vorable condition of affairs in Cuba, 
and has expressed the opinion that 
more troops than are now in the island 
will not be needed. After the volun- 
teers are sent home there will be four- 
teen regiments, with a total of 18,000 
men, in Cuba, making two regiments 
of regulars in each province. There 
was some discussion in official circles 
regarding the proclamation the Philip- 
pine commission may issue. This ac- 
tion, it is said, is entirely discretionary 
with the commission. It may issue its 

rocl ation after Gen. Otis reaches 
ATAIOlos, or it may delay it until the 
time seems more opportune. If, as re- 
ported in some quarters, the Filipinos 
abandon Malolos as a capital and-go 
further north, it is possible that the 
proclamation may be withheld. It is 
intended that the proclamation shall 
declare the purpose of the government 
of the United States in the Island of 
Luzon, and it may seem desirable to 
establish fully the authority of the 


United States over the island before 
any such step is taken. 

It is stated at the War Department 
that the greatest demand for the or- 
ganization of the 35,000 volunteers comes 
from the men and the friends of men 
who desire places as officers. There 
are already many applications on file, 
and not only men who served with the 
State troops, but those who have served 
in staff positions and have been mus- 
tered out are anxious to again enter 
the service. The authoritative an- 
nouncement has been made that the 
President will not organize this pro- 
visional army unless it is needed. So

Adjt.-Gen. Corbin says that informa- 
tion received direct from Gen. Otis is to 
the effect that the volunteer troops now 
in the Philippines have remonstrated 
against being sent home while the ac- 
tive operations are in progress.

Otis said that the volunteers had 
patriotically declined to take advan- 
tage of that privilege, and had ex- 
pressed the desire to continue in serv- 
ice as long as there was any fighting to 
be done. He added that they were in 
excellent health and-spirits, and were 
rendering most officient service. 

A statement prepared at the Waf De- 
partment in regard to the regiments 
under orders and en route to the Phil- 
ippines shows as follows: The Twelfth 
Infantry and four companies of the 
Seventeenth Infantry on the transport 
Sheridan, now nearing Manila, head- 
quarters and six. companies the 
Ninth Infantry left San Francisco, 
March 24. six other companies of the 
Ninth Infantry will leave the same 
port in a day or two; the Sixth Ar- 
tillery will leave its present station, 
April 15, the Twenty-first Infantry will 
leave its present station, Aprt! 18, and 
the Sixth Infantry, Thirteenth Infan- 
try and Sixteenth Infantry and Light 
Battery F, Firat Artillery; F, of the 
Fourth Artillery; and F of the Fifth 
Artillery, are now all under orders to 
prepare for transportation to Manila 
by way of San Fancisco, and will be 
forwarded as fast as troopships can be 
secured for the long voyage across the 
Pacific. These troops number about 
ten thousand in all, and their arrival 
at Manila will greatly strengthen the. 
fighting force of Gen. Otis.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Consul- 
General de Leon at Guayaquil, reports 
to the State Department that the 
change of the world to a gold basis 
has finally driven Bcuador to adopt 
the same course, Congress having just 
enacted a law, which, within two years, 
he says, will place the monetary sys- 
tem on a gold basis. Ecuador has here- 
totore been upon a so-called bimetal- 
lic base, but has had practically a mon- 
ometallic ‘silver basis, no gold being 
in circulation and her silver irredeem- 
able. The circulation of the country 


was, and is, almost altogether paper | 


money, issued by the banks and re- 
deemable in silver only. 

The effect of the present law, he 
says, will be to put Ecuador on a 
gold basis, and, while paper will con- 
tinue to be the money in circulation, 
it will be redeemable in gold and not 
in: silver, as at: present. The condor, 
which may be regarded as the unit of 
value, will be practically of the same 
metallic value as the pound sterling, 
and the silver sucre will possess an 
actual 
American gold, 10 of them being equal 
to one condor. Exchange on New 
York has been arbitrarily fixed by 
banks and merchants during the last 
ten months at 105 to 108, but this rate 
has not been strictly adhered to, 110 
and more having been paid. 

Consul-General says another an- 
omaly has been that American gold 
has been worth from 10 to 15 cents 
more than exchange. The stable con- 


dition of Ecuadorian ‘currency, 


financial resources of the banks of is- 
sue, Which the Consul-General says are 
relatively as solid as any in the world, 
and the crying need for a fixed mon- 


etary standard, he says, seem to give: 


assurance that the present measure js 
wise. Conditions hitherto existing have 
been most favorable to the wealthy 
cocoa, coffee and sugar planters, who 
sold their products for gold and paid 
in silver for all they bought in Ecua- 
dor, notably for labor, which has been 
the chief sufferer. Wages, now, at 
best, have been lower still since pay- 
able in a depreciated currency. The 
law recently enacted, the Consul-Gen- 
eral says, is expected to be thoroughly 
adequate to the needs of the country. 

Mr. de Leon adds that after thor- 
ough consideration the mercantile in- 
stitutions came to the conclusion that 
the only remedy for the state of af- 
fairs which has prevailed for years 
was the adoption of a gold standard 
30.6 to 
the fourth country of Latin-America 
to adopt the gold stamdard, Venezuela, 
Costa Rica and Peru having alreadv 
taken the step. Brazil, Uruguay and 
Chile, while nominally on a gold basis, 
the Consul-General says, really 
subject to the disadvantages of paper 
money, because their internal finan- 
cial condition precludes an easy con- 
version of the currency.

Amend and Adopt Articles of Incor- 
 peration—Elect Officers. 
(UY DIRECT WiRE TO THE TIMES.] 

FRESNO, March 29.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The Raisin-Growers’ Associa- 
tion was reorganized today. Only the.

dians of Old Mexico. 

The robe is large enough for a bed 
spread, but serves best as afi ornament 
for a parlor flooor, a couch or, in the 
absence of a portiere, looks well hung 
under an archway. 

The feathers from four wild geese 
and two sand hill cranes form the 
most unique robe. There are two 
geese breasts side by side on each end 
and the breasts of the cranes in the 
center. The wings of the birds are 
placed beside the flattened breasts, 


makers except the necks and the heads 
of the fowls. 

“Only three of these robes,” said Mr. 
Taylor, “are known to have been 
made, The Ortiz Indians commenced 
the work last year and made two. This 
one Was the first since fhe others were 
disposed of, and it was by accident 
perhaps, that I procured it. 

‘I had gone about 140 miles south of 
El! Paso to look at the country, and 
noticed an Indian with this robe on 
his arm. He was walking to El Paso 
to sell it. He could not speak Eng- 
lish, and I, throught a Mexican inter- 


Indians have made a business for years 
of constructive work. The feather 
ornaments are traded to other tribes, 
which make blankets and moccasins 
and buckskin apparel. Their inter- 
change of wares has . thus been 
mutually advantageous. 

Last vear two New Yorkers trav- 
eled into the Ortiz Indian country and 


| noted the genius with which the feath- 


ers of wild fowls were preserved and 
woven into articles of use. They were 
especially taken with the two robes they 
Saw and purchased them for compara- 
tively nothing. When the easterners 
returned to New York with the robes 
all their acquaintances who saw the 
trophies wanted some just like them 
and an El Paso curio man was in- 
structed to buy all he could get, with- 
out regard to price. He had ordered 
the Indians to make some, and would 
likely have secured the one I got if the 
Indian had not sold it before reaching 
El Paso. 

“The curio man in that city offered 
me $100 for it, but it is not for sale.: 

“The most difficult task in their yian- 
ufacture is to cure the skins so that 
thev will retain the feathers. After 
being tanned on the inside the wings 
are attached to the breasts by wet 
rawhide thongs. I suppose the squaws 
purchased the outing flannel -which 
forms the under side from a Jocal sup- 
ply store,.”’

Would Do Away With the Prerent 
Custom of Allowing the “Plant’’

[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 
BERKELEY, March 28.—A plan has 
just been broached in the Board of Re- 
gents, which, if carried out, will pro- 
foundly affect the future of the Uni- 
versity of California. It is proposed to 
continue the college sessions through- 
out. the year, and to lay aside. with 
other traditions of past times, the pres- 
ent custom of letting the “plant” rust 
in idleness three months out of every 
_ twelve. 
This proposition, startling at first 
glimpse, but attractive on closer study 
of some of its possibilities,-is the fruit 
of an endeavor to raise the standard of 
the “summer school’ of the University 
of California. For some years it has 
been the custom to offer every summer 
six-week courses in various branches 
of physics and chemistry, planned espe- 
cially for the needs of teachers unable 
| to study at Berkeley during the college 
—year.---The laboratories been 
thrown open to the visitors, and mem- 
bers of the faculty have remained to 
direct their work, but the courses have 
been fragmentary and unsatisfactory, 
upon the whole, and the refusal of the 
faculty to allow college credit for such 


_ work has shown that it has been re- 
garded as inferior to the regular uni- 
versity standard. 

ent John Budd has cut the Gor- 
dian knot by proposing that a modified 
form of the Chicago University system 
be adopted at Berkeley. Instead of two 
terms’ of nineteen weeks each, with a 
twelve-weeks’ vacation in the summer, 
he proposes that there should be four 
terms a year of twelve weeks each, 
with a one-week vacation at the end of 
each term. The expectation would be 
that a large proportion of the students 
would spend only three-quarters of the 
- year at college, as at present, but the 
three months’ vacation could be taken 
at any time the student. chose, and 
those who wished might: remain. at the 
university throughout the year, so com- 
pleting their college work in three years 
instead of four. 

Chicago University has found the ad- 
vantage of such a system manifold. It 
suits the men in the faculty admirably. 
They are expected to spend only nine 
months of each year in the work of in- 
struction, but if they wish they may 
remain continuously on duty for two, 
three or four years, and then take the 
Saved-up vacation all at once, spend- 
ing six months, nine months or a year 
in travel, in:study in Europe, or in in- 
dependent research at. home.or. 
where. Every 'gredt-Americ 
sity or that “Tt ts t 
men in its facuity who go asvay from 
the college halls every few years in or- 
der to put themselves in touch: with 
current thought, and to “‘get out of the 
rut,” who do the most valuable work, 
and win most renown for ‘themselves 
and for their universities. 

Moreover this system allows: “irter- 
immigration” among the various uni- 
versities of the United, States. Chi- 
cago every summer. invites distin- 
guished members of the faculties of 
other institutions to give courses in its 
halls, and in this way the students can 
profit by the instruction of men whom 
the university cannot hope to secure as 
permanent additions to its faculty. 

The advantage of such a system to 
the general’ public are obvious. With 
& summer term at Berkeley, in no way 
inferior in instructors or courses of- 
fered to the rest of the year, school 
teachers could spend a vacation now 
and then repairing deficiencies in’ 
their education, pursuing advanced 
work, and getting a stock of new ideas. 
Young professional men ‘and others 
would have the same opportunity. 

In a university like that of this 
State, where over one-third of the 
students earn their own living either 

wholly or in part, such a system would 
be a boon, for it permits the yearly va- 
cation to be taken in spring, summer, 
autumn or winter, as fancy dictates. 
Remunerative employment is usually 
more easily to be found in winter than 
. in summer, and the student could re- 
plenish his finances at the time when 
there is most demand for his labor, in- 
of least. 

__ Under the present system, if a stu- 

dent. falls ill, 
college. before his-strength is wholly 
restored, and to overtax his physical 
resources ‘by attempting to do double 
work to “catch up” again. The pro- 
posed new system would enable him 
to rest until his health is entirely re- 
stored, and then begin his work again 
with small delay. When the plan is 
first advanced, the almost invariable 
criticism is, ‘“‘Yes; that’s very nice, in- 
deed, but it will increase expenses so 
much that it isn’t practicable for the 
University of California in its present 
financial condition.”’ 

To this President Harper of Chicago, 
a stalwart champion of the system, re. 
plies avith the declaration that the an- 
nual increase in expenditures necessi- 
tated by the change, consequent chiefly 
upon the necessity of increasing the 
teaching force, will not exceed 15 per 
__cent., beside-which the system renders 
the buildings, laboratories, libraries and 
costly equipment of a university con- 
tinually available, and abolishes the 
present unbusiness-like waste of their 
value for one-fourth of every year. 

Another argument against the system 
is that it will destroy class spirit. That 
is undeniable. Students under the new 
system may enter the university at 
four different times during the vear, 
and degreés will be conferred quarterly. 
At Chicago University this has largely 
done away with class spirit, but the 
college authorities maintain that the 
result has been merely a strengthening 
of true and broad university spirit. 

The aim of the system is to help the 
individual. It is in line with the mod- 
ern tendency to suit the instruction to 
the needs of the student, instead of giv- 
ing education in wholesale doses, with 
the same prescription for everybody. 

The Berkeley climate makes the plan 
of continuous college sessions practica- 
ble, for the summer months are among 
the pleasantest of the year, with few 
hot days and even those tempered by 
the cool winds from the ocean. 

DR. HARPER AND HIS WORKS. 

President William Rainey Harper of 
the University of Chicago has just re- 
turned to the Bast after a ¢rip to 
Berkeley, undertaken to deliver the 
Charter day address at the University 
of California. President Harper ad- 
dressed the Board of Regents at a spe- 
cial meeting held during his stay upon

The regents also held council with him, 

it is said, upon the question of the 

choice of a sarccessor to Martin Kellogg, 

whose resignation as president took ef- 

fect March 23, and upon other ques- 

tions affecting the university’s wel- 
re. 

During his stay in Berkeley, Dr. Har- 
per delivered two important addresses: 
One on Charter day, the anniversary of 
the founding of the institution; upon 
“The University and Democracy,” and 
the other the preceding afternoon for 
the students upon ‘‘Thinking,’’. a decla- 
ration that thought must be free and 
fearless, and that only those men suc- 
ceed in the world who do think. At 
a banquet given in his honor ,.on the 
evening of Charter day by the regents 
and faculty, President Harper made 
many pertinent suggestions concerning 
the University of California, some of 
his veiled criticisms being smartingly 
apt. 

Dr. Harper is one of the most vigor- 


‘| ous and original educators America has 


produced. His official station now is 
president of the University of Chicago, 
professor of the semitic language and 
literatures, and director of the Haskell 
Oriental Museum. He has long been 
the Chautauqua 
movement, and his work has been im- 
portant in the Mme of summer schools 
and university extension. | 

When invited to become president of 
the University of Chicago, Dr. Harper 
set to work to plan the entire university 
on paper. When he called the faculty 
together for the first -time, he had 
ready for distribution printed instruc- 
tions as to the organization and meth- 
ods of the aniversity, everything. all 
ready to be put into practice. He is 
supreme in the institution. The trus- 
tees attend to the firfances of the Uni- 
versity, and President Harper does the 
rest. Like a general, he consults with 
his subordinates, the professors, but 
the ultimate decision of all questions 
rests with him. 

He has shown the most amazing 
power of securing rich endowments for 
Chicago. Unlimited streams of money 
poured forth from the rocks at the 
touch of his staff. Rockefeller has 
given million after million, and every 
need of the institution has been met 
by its friends. The number of depart-. 
ments at Chicago is less than in some 
American universities, but no other in- 
stitution in the country spends more

This is a crucial point in 
its history, and the choice of the right 
man means prosperity ‘and advance- 
ment yet undreamed of.

WASHINGTON, March 29,—Rear- 
Admiral Edwin Stuart, paymaster of 
the navy, was the first witness before 
the army beef inquiry board today. He 
stated that canned roast beef was one 
of the articles of food used by the navy, 
and explained in detail the careful in- 
spection that was demanded by the 
department regulations. Occasionally 
the beef, when delivered, would be 
found to be unsatisfactory, and it would 
then be rejected. He stated the aver- 
age purchases of food of this character 
for the navy to be 500,000 pounds a 
year, the purchases being made through 
the New York representatives of Ar- 
mour & Co., Nelson Morris & Co., and 
other firms. The canned beef was a 
portion of the regular navy ration, and 
very little of it was ever condemned. 

Lee asked the admiral for speci- 
fications in the matter of rejections, 
but these facts he was unable to give 
at the time, but thought he could later. 
Rejections were always due to the fact 
that the grade of the beef offered was 
not up to the requirements, the speci- 
fications requiring the best of beef. 
The marines at Guantanamo were sup- 
plied with this beef. There had been 
to his 
knowledge, either from the marines or 
from the navy. 

Paymaster Henry G. Colburn, as- 
sistant chief of the Bureau of Supplies 
of the Navy Department, also testified 
concerning the use of canned roast beef 
inthe Navy. He stated that where any 
question arose as to the quality of beef 
it was submitted to chemical analysis. 
The navy had found that the canned 
beef kept well at sea, and in some cases 
it was held from year to year. He had 
personally inspected cans opened in the 
tropics, but the quality did not appear 
to be affected by the heat. The meat 
was used for making soups and hash, 
and was well regarded by the men in 
the navy. Refrigerated beef had been 
used by the navy only since the begin- 
ning of the Spanish war. There had 
been few losses of this beef. As an il- 
lustration, he stated that the Celtic 
had recently arrived at San Francisco 
with beef in good condition that had 
been in refrigerators for eight months. 
He did not understand that the canned 
roast beef was actually roasted,. but 
that it was simply cooked so as to lose 
none of its qualities. 

Maj. John D. Black of the subsist- 
ence department of the volunteer army, 


+ who was a member of Gen. Miles’s staff 


in Porto Rico, followed the naval of- 
It had been a part of his duty 
to superintend the landing of stores at 
Ponce. He said that many of the ves- 
sels had no manifests when they ar- 
rived, and it was difficult to locate the 
various stores. He was questioned es- 
pecially concerning the appearance in 
the harbor of Ponce of the steamer 
Manitoba on the 10th of August with 
300,000 pounds of fresh beef. 

The vessel remained there several 
days, he said, but no effort was made 
to have the beef issued beyond inform- 
ing the commands that the beef was 
there. This was due to the fact that 
there was no refrigerator on shore, and 
no ice could be procured. Furthermore,

sreceipted for 21,000 pounds, 


the vessel was on a reef for four days, 
and the sea was running so high that 
it was dangerous to approach it. 

Maj. Black said he savas aware that a 
telegram had been sent from Gen. Miles 
on the 22nd of August, requesting that 
no more fresh beef be shipped. When 
the Manitoba returned, after an aDsence 
of ten days at other points, the troops 
were supplying themselves in the in- 
terior with beef on the hoof. More- 
over, there had been no notice that the 
Manitoba was to bring the beef. The 
vessel was sent on by Gen. Miles to 
other points where the stores could be 
more easily issued to the troops. The 
officer in charge of the vessel had stated 
that he had the beef aboard, and was 
fearful that it would spoil, because of 
some damage to the refrigerating plant 
while the vessel was on the reef. 

Maj. Black stated that the engineer 
volunteers brought their fresh beef 
with them, but it was spoiling when 
they arrived, so that it became neces- 
sary to corn the beef. 

Capt. Fred H. Pomeroy, also of the 
volunteer subsistence department, who 
was for a time Maj. Black's assistant 
in Ponce, gave testimony along the 
Same lines. He also related the par- 
ticulars of the return of the Manitoba 
to Ponce, after visiting other depart- 
ments. He was at that time depot com- 
missary, and during the stay he had 
of which 
6000 pounds were destroyed. Much of 
the beef was covered with a greenish 
film, but some of the men ate it each 
meal. Still, they generally complained 
of the beef. Much of it was found to 
be tainted, decomposed spoiled. 
The beef in this condition was con- 
demned and buried or thrown into the 
harbor at night. At this time fresh 
native beef was being received on the 
hoof, and at many points inland native 
beef is, Capt. Pomeroy said, still being 
delivered... 

At Maj. Lee’s request, Capt. Pomeroy 
related a conversation with Col. Smith, 
who was at one time commissary, and 
he told him that the beef was guuaran- 
teed to keep seventy-two hours on 
shore because of a process for preserv- 
ing it. The colonel had, however, stated 
that he did not know what the process 
was, 

Capt. Pomeroy said he had handled 
probably 50,000 pounds of canned roast 
beef during his occupancy of the office 


“of depot commissary, but that he had} 


great difficulty in getting the men to 
take it. 

‘They complained,” he said, “that the 
beef was repulsive in appearance, un- 
appetizing, tasteless and not nutritious, 
Not to exceed 10 per cent. of it was 
taken, and when the men did accept it, 
they generally threw it away after- 
ward. They tried to sell this canned 
beef to the natives, and succeeded for 
a time, but not for long.” 

“As a matter of fact,”’ he continued, 
“the canned roast beef and also the 
canned boiled beef sent to Ponce was of 
very little value. The men complained 
that the beef made them sick.”’ 

He also mentioned, a preserved meat 
secured from Kansas City, which, he 
said, the troops liked. This meat was 


-not cooked, but he did not know the 


process. for its preservation. Capt. 
Pomeroy said the native beef only gave 
fair satisfaction, an that it was not 
as good as the refrigerated beef under 
the most favorable circumstances. 

At this juncture Maj. Black was re- 
ealled;-at the instance of Maj. Lee, and 
asked to give the details of a conver- 
sation he had had with Gen. Eagan, © 

Maj. Black was chief commissary on 
Gen. Miles’s staff during the Porto Ri- 
can campaign. The statement he made 
proved to be a somewhat sensational 
one. 

“T called upon Gen, Eagan,” Maj. 
Black began by saying, “‘to confer with 
him concerning the conduct of our af- 
fairs at Ponce. He asked me why the 
refrigerated beef was not used at 
Ponce. and I replied that it was be- 
cause the issued commissaries did not 
want it, as they were gétting native 
beef. Thereon Gen. Eagan became very 
much excited and exclaimed: ‘God 
damn them, they have no right to re- 
fuse it. I consider it the best beef in 
the United States, and God damn them, 
Ud have made them eat it.’” 


Maj. Black also stated that at the 


time the Manitoba was on the reef he 
had some conversation with Gen. 
Miles, and while there was casual ref- 
erence to the beef on board, the general 
seemed principally concerned to get the 
troovs and horses off. The court then 
took a recess until 2 o’clock; it was the 
understanding that Gen. Eagan was 
to reappear at that time. 

The afternoon session began with 
Gen. Charles P. Eagan, late commis- 
sary-general of the United States 
army, on the stand. He was recalled 
to take cognizance of points which 
have developed since he gave his first 
testimony. Gen. Eagan said that he 
had had conversations with the repre- 
sentatives of Swift & Co. prior to the 
letting of the beef contracts, but as he 
had also talked with others on the same 


subject he could not recall the details }|~ 


of his remarks. He remembered that 
Swift had taken exception to some of 
the terms of the first draft of the con- 
tract as being very harsh. 

Explaining his plans in general, Gen. 
Hagen said it was his first intention to 
take refrigerator beef, then, in case of 
failure, to take beef on the block, and 
last for the government to have its 
own herd. Everybody, he thought, un- 
derstood that his preference was for 
refrigerator beef. 

Swift & Co., being the lowest bidders 
for the refrigerator beef, naturally re- 
ceived the award of the contract. In 
reference to the terms of the contract, 
Gen. Eagan said the matter of supply- 
ing the army with beef was consid- 
ered from the beginning a very serious 
problem. He had at first thought of 
having ships ply up and down the 
Cuban shore, and it was with this in 
view that he decided to ask for beef 
that would keep seventy-two hours. He 
had also felt that there would be diffi- 
culty in landing at Santiago. His prin- 


‘ cipal reason for inserting the clause 


stipulating that the beef should be good 
twenty-four hours after leaving the re- 
frigerator was that he did not wish the 
troops to know that the contract called 
for beef that would keep seventy-two 
hours, for fear that it would not keep 
so long.

Gen. Eagan said he exercised his own 
discretion in the letting of contracts 
without suggestion from the Secretary 
of War. When the lowest bid was as- 
certained, he had been in tne habit of 
making an abstract of the facts and 
submitting it to the Secretary, just as 
when he was a commissary in the 
army, he would furnish such an ab- 
stract to his commanding officer. The 
general said that in providing for the 
soldiers in the tropics he had acted 
upon his experience at Fort Mojave,-. 
Ariz. He was convinced from this ex- 
perience that beef cooked before the 
animal heat was out of it was posi- 
tively injurious. He recalled his con- 
versation with Gardner of the firm of 
Swift & Co., who, he said, had assured 
him that with proper care refrigerator 
beef would keep seventy-two hours, 
hence his agreement to the insertion of 
the twenty-four-hour clause. 

“Did you understand it was to keep 
in good condition twenty-four hours 
after .being taken from the ship re- 
frigerator?” asked Maj. Lee. 

“Yes, sir, that was the understand- 
ing,’ Gen. Eagan responded promptly. 
Here he again referred to the twenty- 
four-hour clause, explaining that his 
whole idea was that there should be a 
seventy-two-hour time limit, though 
the contract should state it at twenty- 
four hours. The retention so strongly 
of the seventy-two-hour idea in his 
mind explained his forgetfulness of the 
twenty-four-hour clause in giving his 
testimony on a previous occasion, and 
his statement then that its insertion 
was a clerical error. Maj. Lee asked 
the general if he thought it perfectly 
feasible to keep refrigerator beef for 
even twenty-four hours after leaving 
the refrigerator, and he replied in the 
affirmative. 

“But not,”’ he eaid, “if left in the open 
sun_or dumped into dirty carts, as‘-it 
was in some instances.” 

Gen. Eagan said he had secured the 
opinion of the surgeon-general that re- 
frigerator beef was most acceptable. 
He had never had any idea that the 
troops could be better supplied by giv- 
ing them beef on the foot. He had no 
recollection that the Secretary of War 
had suggested to him that the refrig- 


mour or Swift merely as a trial, be- 
ing convinced of its superiority over all 
other beef. 

“The Secretary gave me a free hand,” | 
he said. “He approved my award of 
the contract, and there was no further 
‘conference with him or instructions 
from him on the beef subject.” 

Referring to Gen. Weston's report 
on the trial of the Powell process for 
preserving beef made in Florida, Gen. 
Eagan said a report had been received 
on this subject from Gen. Weston, but 
that he (Eagan) had not known of its 
purport until long after the contract 
was let to Swift & Co. -He recalled a 
letter he had written to Alexander B. 
Powell, May 26, regarding his process. 
He also stated that he had heard that 
Powell had induced Swift or Armour 
to investigate the process, and some of 


the bidders proposed to use it. But he 
gave the subject no attention. — 
“For that matter,” he continued, 


“there was a great deal of talk- about 
the Powell and other processes about 
the department, but not on my part, as 
I did not propose that any but the best» 
frozen beef, such as is used in the best 
hotels, should be eaten by the army.” 
“Do you asked Maj: Lee, “be- 
ing present when a conversation took 
place concerning the letting of these 
contracts when Seator Hanna was 
present?” 
“I never spoke to Senator Hanna in 
my life,’”’ responded Gen. Eagan, “and 
I don’t think I would know him if he 
should step into the room now.”

The board 
of directors of the Territorial Normal 
schools today started the work neces- 
sary to create the new Northern Ari- 
zona Normal Sehool. At their disnost- 
tion is the great sandstone nile near 
this city, erected to be a Territorial 
Reform School. It comprises a central 
administration bullding and two’ large 
wings. Very economically erected, it 
has thus far cost only about $334,400 
representing the best value for the 
money of any of the Territory's pubtic 
structures. But the Territory had only 
a score or 80 of lads to be placed fn puch 
an institution, and very naturally the 
project lasted only till the Legislatur> 
after the one making the initial ap- 
provriation. Then it was thought it 
might be made into a branch psniten- 
tiarv. and then into a branch insane 
asylum. Its last assignment to the 
educational branch of the government 
appears to be a permanent one. 
_.The funds at the disposition of 
Normal board will only permit 
fitting up and furnishing »f ihe main 
part of the building. which part wil! 
furnish all the room required by the 
school for several years. Eventuaiiy 
the two wings will probably be nsed 4s 
dormitory and training school. Till the 
meeting of the next Legislature, enly 
$20.000 will be available. Half of ‘his 
will be spent in furnishings, and the 
balance will have to suffice for main- 
tenance. Two or three ieachers énly 
will comprise the faculty at the etart. 

~ It is probable the school term will te 
so arranged as to end about Chriet- 
mas, and begin in March. This will be

CHIEF OF ORDNANCE DIES AT OLD 
POINT COMFORT, VA.

Graduated Fifth in His Claes at 
West Point—Served With Credit 
Through the Civil War—Aide-de- 
Camp to McDowell—Accompanied 
Burnsides to North Carolina. 
His Later Record. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
~-WASHINGTON,. March’ 29.—A dis- 
patch received here from Old Point 
Comfort, Va., says that Brig.-Gen. 
Flagler, chief of ordnance, U. S. A., 
died at. the Hygeia Hotel at 5 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

Gen. Flagler was born in New York 
and was appointed to the military 
academy from that State July 1, 1856. 
He was graduated No. 5 in the class of 
1861, and was appointed second lieu- 
tenant of ordnance. He served with 
credit through the Civil War. His 
earliest military service was in con- 
nection with the drilling.of volunteers 
at Washington, D. C., after which he 
acted as aide-de-camp to Col. Hunter 
in the Manassas campaign, being en- 
gaged in the first battle of Ball Run. 
He was afterwards aide-de-camp to 
Gen. McDowell in the defenses of 
Washington, D. C. 

He accompanied Gen. Burnsides’s ex- 
pedition to North Carolina as chief of 
ordnance, and was engaged in the bat- 
tle and capture of Roanoke Island: also 
in the attack on Newbern, N. C., the 
capture of Fort Macon, the Maryland 
campaign with the Army of the Poto- 
mac, in the battle of South Mountain, 
battle of Antietam, the battle of Chan- 
cellorsville and the battle of Gettys- 
burg. He was brevetted three times 
during the war as captain, major and 
lieutenant-colonel. In the West he 
served at Fort Union arsenal in New 
Mexico and at San Antonio, Tex. He 
reached the grade of lieutenant-col- 
onel in 1890. While in command of. 
Watertown arsenal in 1891, he was pro- | 
moted to brigadier-general, and has 
since served in that capacity. _

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GOOD AND BAD CITIZENS. 

Much is just now being said about 
good and bad citizens, and emphasis is 
Jaid by some upon the need of educa- 
tional qualifications for the exercise 
of the franchise.

§n other words have political dyspepsia, 


which gives them that _holier-than- 
thou feeling with which ordinary poli- 
ticians are regarded as being unfit for 
educated and intelligent men to asso- 
ciate with.

DOUBLE SALARIES. 

Two of the members of the Legisla- 
ture held, during the recent session 
(and still hold,) other offices under 
the State than those of members of 
the Legislature. These gentlemen are 
Bulla in the Senate and Caminetti in 
‘the House, who hold the positions of 
Code Commissioners. It is altogether 
improbable, not to say impossible, that 
either of these gentlemen could have 
rendered any considerable service to 
the State in the capacity of Code 
Commissioner while serving the State 
in the capacity of legislator. Some 
slight service may have been per- 
formed, but certainly not enough to 
warrant the drawing of a salary as 
Code Commissioner while serving as a 
legislator. No man-could fairly earn 
both salaries at the same time. 

Although there is no legal obstacle 
to the drawing of two salaries from 
the State by Messrs. Bulla and Cami- 


netti, the plain intent of the Consti-— 


tution is that no person shall draw 


tWo Salaries from the State at “the 


same time. It is possible for these 
gentlemen to draw salaries in both 
capacities without violating the letter 
of the law; but in doing so they would 
violate the spirit of the fundamental 
law of the State, if not its letter. If 
they wish to avoid such violation they 
refuse to-accept salaries as 

ode Commissioners during their ac- 
tive service as members of the Legis- 
lature. | 

A fine sense of right and justice, and 
of the eternal fitness of things, would 
suggest that Messrs. Bulla and Cami- 
netti should cover into the treasury 
the amounts of their salaries as Code 
Commissioners for the two months 
during which they were actively en- 
gaged, tinder pay of the State, in the 
work of the legislative session. _Pos- 
Sibly they have done so. If not, will 
they do it? We shall see. 


THE CALIFORNIA WINE INDUSTRY. 

For many years the wine industry 
of California, which promised such 
great things in the early days of the 
horticultural history of the State, 
was down in the dumps, when grapes 
were selling at such a low price that 
growers became entirely discouraged, 
and thousands of acres of vineyards 
were rooted up, to be planted to other 
products, many of them being turned 
into alfalfa flelds, where there was 
sufficient water for irrigation. During 
the past few years, there has been 
quite a change in the condition of the 
viticultural industry in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. This is largely due to the in- 
telligent energy and persistence of a 
few men who have gone on manufac- 
turing. a first-class quality of Califor- 
nia wine, and establishing brands 
which now command respect and good 
prices throughout the world, instead 
of flooding the market with a lot of 
half made-up stuff, only by a stretch 
of imagination to be termed wine, 
which has given our product a bad 
name among those who have not en- 
countered the genuine article. It is 
now stated that such a demand for 
California.......wines—especially sweet 
wines—has sprung up of late that the 
capacity of the State under the pres- 
ent acreage of vineyards and the num- 
ber of wineries will be taxed to meet 
it. The San Francisco Chronicle says 
that last season’s. yield of 7,350,000 
gallons has been virtually exhausted, 
and to provide for this year’s antici- 
pated orders three additional wineries 
of large capacity will be at once built 
in the sweet-grape district. Two of 
these will be in the vicinity of Fresno, 
and the third near Hanford. Con- 
nected with each will be distilleries 
for the manufacture of brandy on an 
extensive scale. The plants will be 
provided with duplicate machinery, so 
that in case of accident there may be 
no delay. | 

There is little doubt that within a 
few years the growing of wine grapes 
and the manufacture of wine will re- 
sume its place as the leading rural in- 
dustry of the State. In order to hasten 
the arrival of this time, it is important 
that every effort should be made to 
discourage the adulteration of Califor- 
nia wines, or their sale under false 
labels, and to,.educate outsiders in re- 
gard to the really excellent vintages 
‘which are now produced in the State, 
and which, so far, have been more 
appreciated by foreigners than by our 
own people, 80 many 
show a sneaking preference for poor 
California wines, sold at a high price, 
under a foreign label.

CAPT. STEERE WRITES OF THE 
WORK OF HIS BATTERY. 


Filipino Prisoner Used as a “Taster”? | 


of Water it Was Feared Was 
Poisoned, 


A HOT TIME IN THE OLD TOWN. 


IN THE MIDST OF CRACKLING 
FLAMES AND FALLING WALLS. 


A Dangerous Dash Throngh Clouds 
of Smoke—A Big Day’s Work 
in the Topics—Operations__. 
in the Field. | 


Battery D, commanded by Capt. 
Henry Steere and composed of Los An- 
geles boys, has been having a little 
experience in the far-away island of 
the east, and has written an account 
thereof to his family. The Times has 
been permitted to print the following 
extracts from the captain’s letter, 
which will be found of interest to the 
folks at home: ‘ 

OUTPOST SAN ROQUE (P. I.,), 

February 17, 1899. 

This is the first. opportunity I have 
had to write, as since the.memorable 
morning of our advance, I have not had 


minute to myself. 


The weather up to yesterday and to- 
day has been ideal, in this climate, for 
campaigning—no rain, cloudy weather, 
a fair breeze and lovely nights. In the 
afternoon of February 8, Admiral 
Dewey came ashore and sent a flag of 
truce into the insurgent line just across 
the causeway, with a message to them 
that they must surrender the town by 
9 o’clock of the following morning or 
he would bombard them. Lieut. Glass 
was bearer of the flag with the mes- 
sage, accompanied by two interpreters, 
one from Battery D, the other from 
Battery A. The Filipino they found 
said he was second in command, but 
would communicate the message to his 
chief. As three Gatlings, a 1l-inch and 
two %-inch guns were my particular 


| command, I slept at the outpost that 


night. All went well. 

At about 7 o’clock the following 
morning four Filipino civilians came 
across the causeway with a flag of 
truce to say the soldiers had left town, 
and that there were no enemies to the 
Americans left in San Roque. They 
were told by Maj. Rice that their white 
flag must go up just the same, and that 


town the bearer of the flag of truce 
must meet our column'and precede it 
as a matter of precaution. This they 
very gladly promised to do. Shortly 
after 8 o’clock up went the white flag 
over the guardhouse in San Roque. 

I drilled my various gun detach- 
ments, and had just gotten through 
with the 1-inch gun when our attention 


was directed to a fire in our immediate 


front in San Roque. I roceeded 
with the drill on the AG asin gun 
on the parapet, when four more fires 
had been started Simultaneously in 
different parts of the town, Col. Loper 
of the Fifty-first Iowa had in the 
mean time arrived, and it: was decided 
to dispatch troops across and endeavor 
to save the town from fire, shooting 
down any and all incendiaries. It was 
about 9:10 a.m. when the First Bat- 
talion of the Fifty-first Iowa started 
across the causeway, followed a few 
minutes later by the Second Battalion, 
Admiral Dewey and some of his offi- 
cers came up about this time and 
walked over as far as the entrance to 
San Roque, and stood there a while 
viewing the fire. Capt. Geary’s battery 
was next ordered across, and about 9:20 
o'clock «I got my orders to move, leay- 
ing behind men to man the Gatling and 
its caisson, which were to be brought 
up if required. When the battery was 
half-way across, we met Admiral 
Dewey and his party returning, and it 
was a pleasure to give him, the greatest 
figure of the war. a marching salute. 
To avoid the fire which was raging 
at the entrance to San Roque, I had to 
take the beach to the right, and joft 
mv first and second reserve wagons to 
the left of the c@useway, as near as 
possible to town, under guard, and en- 
tered San Roque right on the heels 
of Geary’s Battery. We ndvanced 
about two hundred and fifty vards jnto 
the heart of the town, and were there 
halted to act as a reserve and await 
orders. While waifing three Filinino 


prisoners were turne@ over to me: two. 


I in turn sent to the rear, and t 
vigorous-appearing I held to 
to the front. as the Filipino has a dis- 

reeable habit, among others, of 
this rtic 
gentleman would answer 
a ‘taster’’ of water for the battery. 
Excepting the three prisoners not a na- 
tive was to be seen, and the infernal 
ingenuity -with which they had fired 
the town. rendered the troops without 
apparatus for the purpose, vowerless to | 
My position was. 
becoming uncomfortable from heat and 
smoke. as the fire was closing [n on us 
on three sides, while the fourth, al- 
though exhausting itself was Btill hot.’ 
However. about 10:30 o’clock two order- 
lies reached me, with orders to leave 
one-fourth of my command where it 
was. and take the remainder to the 
front. I left my only officer, McKeeby 
in command, Diss was behind in charge 
of ‘his quartermaster flepartment, ¢nd 
Lucy had marched on as officer of the 
guard that morning. Just before erders 
to move reached me. Sergt. Dingman, 
chief of my Gatling section, reported 
arrival of Gatling and caisson. J or- 
derd him back on the causeway at the 
entrance of the town, to await the 
burning out of the town, and for ‘ur- 
ther orders. But think of the njyuck 
of those two crews searching out their 
battery, in the midst of such a ‘ire. 
Incidentally I don’t know by what her- 
suasive art, they were let out of Cavite 
at all. They. got out, plucky fellows, 
that’s all. 

Preceded by the orderlies..as guides, 1 
took my command through the busi- 
ness portion of San Roque, where the 
fire -was all about us. As we nd- 
vanced the heat increased, while the 
crackling flames and falling walls 
made a din not soon forgotten. The 
smoke by this time was pouring out en 
us in great black volumes, making night 
of - day. compelling the men to bend 
low to breathe, while for a time, one 
could’ scarcely. see the men in ranks 
ahead of him. is 

One of the orderlies yelled in my ear 
‘that perhaps at a run, we could reach 


the beach through the street he had 


come through. although it was burn- 
ing one one side at that time; as this 
would save time. although earn a 
scorching, I instantly decided to try it, 
Turning my head I shouted “Come on, 


laddies.”’ and struck into a gait I 
thought the well-loaded tmen eould 
hold. I could not see the end of my 


column on account of smoke, but the 
cheerful rattle of tin cups told me 
the gallant fellows Were coming. A 
run of fifty yards brought us out of 
the pail of smoke to find ourselves 
confronted by such a fierce fire in the 
narrow street, that it would have been 
dangerous to have attempted it. JI 
“about faced’’ and withdrew io seek 
another outlet. Found @ street where 
only one side was burning, and by 
rapid marching a little while 
brought the battery out of fire and 


_American-_troops entered the 


wound our way among the presses and 
through the rear, bursting through a 
high fence,’ and shortly came out on 
the opposite beach of the town to the 
one we had entered by, all hands 
wringing wet with perspiration. 

We pushed rapidly ard along the 
beach till a well-night breathless or- 
derly overtook us with an order to form 
the reserve to an Iowa battalion in the 
vicinity. A short distance brought us 
under thé grateful shade of trees, 
where I first straightened out the com- 
mand, counted fours again, stacked 
arms, had the men fall out for rest 
and then proceeded to hunt up the 
officer to whom I was to act as reserve. 
While on. my hunt an orderly came up 
with “Compliments of Maj. Rice, who 
desires to see you at headquarters im- 
mediately.”’ Taking one of the buglers, 
in ten minutes I found myself at head- 
quarters, to which point I was or- 
dered to bring my battery; to bring 
up Lieut. McKeeby and the Gatling; 
fall the men out for lunch and be ready 
to move at 12:15 o’clock p.m. It was 
then about 11:35 o’clock. | 

Headquarters had been established 
on the middle road leading to the nar- 
row neck of land, connecting the pen- 
‘insula on which is built San Roque, 
with the mainland. The buildings 
were here erected at greater intervals 
and comparatively few had. been 
burned, as our scouts had preceded 
us by over half an hour, anda little 
judicious killing of incendiaries had 
gee gentry on the run for the main- 
and. 

-We started promptly on time, I 
throwing out my “voint’’ and flank- 
ers. The major and I came out just 
ahead of my advance party, and 
about one hundred and fifty yards 
in the rear of my “point.’”’ The road 
was very sandy in places, and I knew 
the Gatlings would have a very hard 
time, so sent word to Lieut. McKeeby, 
who commanded the main body, to 
pass the word back to them to come 
slowly, and save themselves. At a 
turn in the road I left a guide for them. 

A little after 1 o’clock we reached 
the front. the first command to reach 
our position. I was ordered immedi- 
ately to reconnoiter our front, and in 
twenty minutes, the last of the con- 
necting links was moving to the front, 
nearly a mile in rear of his advance, 
which was connected with him and he 
with us by a complete chain of men at 
intervals of from 100 to 200 yards. At 
a little after 2 o’clock I had the p'ceas- 
ure of reporting that the Gatlings 
caisson and eecond reserve wagon 
were up. At 3 o’clock word came down 
the line that the scouts had located 
the enemy intrenched about three hun- 
dred yards in advance of our first 
line of scouts, two miles in our front, 
and they wanted to hold the line. They 
were ordered to retire, as the tactical 
line of defense is just where our main 
body halted. It was a big day’s work 
for the tropics. One of the Iowa bat- 
‘talions kindly gave our men a lift 
on the guns toward the end of the 
march, but my poor fellows were just 
about exhausted when they brought 
up the guns. I am very proud of these 
laddies of mine. They have proven 
themselves to be the brave fellows 
I told our Los Angeles people they 
woulda te an that memorable Sunday 
last May. We had an earlv 


school every day at 3 o’clock. My lad- 
dies are all right. The “old man” is 


with them, partakes of the 
same grub, and, whenever nec- 
essary, sleeps on the ground 


during working hours, fights for them, 
and, I have faith to believe they would 
follow me into the jaws of death if 
need be. Have just stopped to eat my 
dinner—boiled beef, potatoes, bread 
without butter, and coffee. Not elegant, 
but plenty of it. Such is the soldier’s 
bill of fare in the field. 


‘THE CHAPLAIN TALKS. 


What Rev. Barton W. Perry Says of 
Dan Burns. 


At a meeting of the Presbyterian 
Union, held in San Francisco on Mon- 
day last, the Rev. Barton W. Perry, 
chaplain of the Assembly in the recent 
Legislature, presented a scathing ar- 
raignment of railroad methods and Dan 
Burns in these blistering words: | 

“I had little to say in regard to the 

Senatorial question until near the close 
of the session, and would not have 
taken any active part if the facts which 
I will submit to you had-not come to 
my attention. I had good friends among 
the Grant, Barnes, Scott and Bulla 
forces. I listened to what was told 
me and, after a while, accumulated 
quite a fund of information. Under 
the circumstances it was necessary to 
weigh the various rumors with judicial 
care in order to arrive at the truth. 
My newspaper experience enabled me 
to sift the evidence. 
“In regard to the following I can 
give the names, dates and places. These 
facts are so abominable that no man 
interested in the welfare of this State 
and clean politics can be silent: 

“First—On a certain day a member, 
an old soldier, was brought into the 
joint assembly in a state of: intoxica- 
tion. Certain workers for D. M. Burns 
had helped this man into this condi- 
tion; had taken him to a disreputable 
house, and, while he sas intoxicated, 
had pledged him to vote for D. M. 
Burns for Senator. 

“Second—On a certain week a mem- 
ber of the joint assembly received from 
four different notorious women, work- 
ing in the interest of D. M. Burns, in- 
vitations to go to their rooms,

openings we have cut for easy commun- 
ication with our sentinels being de- 
fended each by a ditch and parapet.

I have been very busy superin- 
tendine its construction as well as 
that of the works at the Cossack post. 
which include the interior trace and 
revetment of a small epaulment for 
one of the guns of Clarke’s light bat- 
tery, and two gun mounds for Gatlings 
at opposite angles of the south front 
within the Cossack post. 

I constructed another small parapet 
and ditch commanding the main en- 
trance to our line of defense embras- 
ured by sand bags for one gun. 

In the engineering work I use the 
infantry as well as my own command. 
The first few days we worked from 
6 to 9 o’clock a.m., and 3 to 4:30 o’clock 
p.m. As work has progressed we have 
dropped the afternoon work, and next 
week work from 6 to 8 o'clock a.m. 
only. This sounds as though we were 
having an easy time. but men cannot 
do in the tropics what thev can at 
home in manual or any other kind 
of labor... However, the health of the 
men at the front is excellent. The 
water is brackish, but we have not 
as yet developed any of the usual 
campy disorders. . 

On Saturday, the 1ith. IT had added 
to my guns a beautiful 3-inch naval 
landing gun, firing fixed ammunition. 
Lieut. Lucy was sent with a detach- 
ment to the navy yard for instruction 
in its use, and was given command of 
it JT was rapidly becoming a dual 
batterv—heavy and light. However, 
the. following Tuesdav T had orders 
to send in my “two -Gatlings, and 3- 
inch naval gun, and we were “heavy” 
again. Our force now consists of one 
battalion of the Fifty-first Iowa, Bat- 
tery D, Clarke’s Light Battery and the 
Nevada troop of cavalry. 

Har‘ily a night passes that shots are 
not fired on the sentry line, but last 
Wednesday morning we had a real 
lively time. It was about 8 o’clock, and 
1 wes consulting with Maj. Rice (who, 
by the way, is in command here) at Cos- 
sack post about the work then in 
progress, when our attention was di- 
rected to our right front by the firing 
of shots, followed by the hasty with- 
drawal of an unarmed company work- 
ing at our advance post guards. The 
maior hearing the firing continue, or- 
dered “‘to arms” sounded, and there was 
immediately a scurrying of the work- 
ing parties to their various places of 
assembly. The greater part of my men 
were with me at the Cossack post, and 
it was’a footrace to see who was to get 
back to quarters first. We had hardly 
finished forming when bang! went one 
of Clarke’s field pieces, followed by a 
vollley from our men on our right, and, 
continuing, the music of battle sound- 
ed in our ears, the roar of the field 
pieces alternating with the volley fire 
from the infantry’s rifles. However, we 
could hear no answering fire from our 
enemy and our infantry fire soon 
ceased, leaving the fleld guns to search 
out the thick brush to our front with 
their shrapnel. Altogether we ex- 
pended about fifty shells and shrapnel. 
We have had no general alarm since 
then. All hands have steadily adapted 
themselves to circumstances, and the 
firing of—a—field_piece from our front 
disturbs no one. Work on the meal 
continues without interruption, 
though the projectiles speed onward. 

I am in the field with my men, de- 
clining to go in the officers’ mess so 
long as we keep the field. I do it so 
I can know just how my men live and 
just what they have to eat. I’ve told my 
man Harry that if he dares to beg a 
chicken, pig or goat for me, his punish- 
ment will not be overlooked. The first 
night I slept between two of the guns. 
The next two in a little graveyard, 
alongside a grave. The next I moved 
into the guardhouse as soon as the 
prisoners were sent back to Cavite. 
Have a bed, mosquito bar, table, cup- 
board. clock, cane sofa, reclining 
chair. and other chairs and gimcracks, 
all from the loot , from abandoned 
houses of the natives.

The Board of Library Trustees, after 
a secret session behind locked doors yes- 
terday afternoon, passed a resolution 
declaring Miss Celia Gleason librarian 
pro tem until further orders of the 
board or of its successors. The board 
failed to rescind its order appointing 
President Dockweiler to that position, 
and Mrs. Wadileigh has not surrendered. 
There are therefore now three libra- 
rians. 

Judge Enoch Knight has declined to 
accept a place on the new Board of Li- 
brary Trustees and the vacancy on that 
board has not been filled. 

The trouble over the resurfacing of 
Broadway between First and Second 
streets seems to have been finally set- 
tled. The property owners have come 
to the terms announced by the City 


_ Council, and the work will be ordered_ 


at once. 

Two new cases -of smallpox devel- 
oped yesterday, one in a quarantined 
house, and the other in an unexpected 
quarter. 

Mayor Eaton has approved the new 
license ordinances adopted by ¢he Coun- 
cil more than a week ago. They will 
go into effect Saturday. 

A change was preferred a short time 
ago against a prominent resident of 
Norwalk. and though the alleged of- 
fense had been committed nearly tavo 
years previously. the justice of Dow- 
ney Township issued a warrant and 
had the man arrested, a jury was sum- 
moned, and ali the expensive machin- 
ery of the law put in metion to try a 
case barred by the statute of limita- 
tions. The case was dismissed,.and 
now a number of the Norwalk citizens 


be admitted then, following this state- 
ment by quickly closing the door. 

After the scoret eting had been 
in progregs half an tour or more, the 
door w opened and: before anybody 
could enter the room the board had 
held an open session and adjourned. 
The business of that session consisted 
only of the adoption of a_ resolution 
which had been prepared in the secret 
meeting. President Dockweiler called 
the meeting to order, Mr, Foster pre- 
sented the resolution, which -was read; 
it was at once adopted and the board 
adjourned, the proceedings taking less 
ag ninety seconds. This is the resolu- 

on: 

“Resolved, that Celia Gleason be and 
she is hereby appointed librarian pro 
tem.. to serve as such until the further 
order of this board or of the incoming 
of directors.” 

The resolution adopted last week ap- 
pointing President Dockweiler librarian 
was not reconsidered, and there is 
nothing in the records of the board 
to indicate that he is not librarian. 
Miss Gleason does not know whether 
she is serving as librarian or whether 
the first resolution stands. Mrs. Wad- 
leigh still asserts that she has never 
been regularly removed from office, 
and is performing her duties in much 
the same manner as before the attempt 
was made to dismiss her. Miss Gleason 
has made no demand upon Mrs. Wad- 
leigh for the keys, and will make no 
such demand. That she was brought 
into the trouble is no fault of hers, and 
as a bond is required of the librarian 
and as she has filed no bond, she is in 
doubt as to her position. -Just what 
she will do she has not decided. 

It was stated after the meeting that 
| the election of Miss @leason was sim- 
ply.,for the purpose of having ‘a 
librarian at the time the new board 
of trustees come into office tomorrow. 
Some person must arrange the ac- 
counts, and there must be some per- 
s0n in charge who can inform:the new 
members as to anything that they de- 
sire informeétion about, and to formally 
turn over to them the accounts of the 
department, 

Director Burbank had been ubsent 
from the city since before the present 
trouble occurred. He was asked yester- 
day what his opinion was of the. ac- 
tions of his féllow-members. He guard- 
redly replied that he had not read all 
the papers, and was not ready to ex- 


first He asserted that before his de- 
parture there had been no mention of 
the intention of the board to dismiss 
Mrs. Wadleigh, but later he qualified 
or rather changed this statement by 
admitting that he had not been sur- 
prised at the action of the board, and 
all but admitted that he knew some 
such action was contemplated.

WILL BE RESURFACED. 


‘Property-owners on Broadway Come 
to Terms With the City. 

It is now almost certain that the 
work of lowering the surface of Broad- 
way between First and Second streets 
to grade, and resurfacing it with as- 
phaltum on a concrete base, will be or- 
dered at once by the City Council, with 
the full consent of the property-owners 
on that block, or at least a majority of 
them. The manner in which the work 
will be done and just who will perform 
it are matters of detail that have not 
been arranged, but the property-owners 
have practically come to an under- 
standing with the members of the City 
Council, and it was announced yester- 
day that the work would certainly be 
done immediately. 

The reason for this sudden agreement 
and the change in the opinions of cer- 
tain of the property-owners was the 
announcement that unless something 
were done by today_the Los Angeles 
Railway Company would withdraw its 
ofter of $500 toward the cost of the work. 
This offer’: was made when it was first 
discovered that by the lowering of the 
tracks of the company to official grade 
a trench would be made through the 
center of the street, leaving the road- 
ways on either side a considerable 
height about the surface of the tracks. 
The property-owners were asked if they 
were willing to bear the expense of re- 
surfacing the street if it were lowered 
to gradé, and they replied that inas- 
much as the mistake in the grade had 
been made years ago by a former City 
Engineer, they did not consider them- 
selves responsible. Several conferences 
were held, and the property-owners 
finally agreed to pay $1.25 per ‘front 
foot toward the work, provided the city 
would bear the balance of the cost, less

A LONG SECRET SESSION.

MORE COMPLICATIONS, 
Another Hitch in an Engine-house 
Puarchase—Firemen to Parade 

Ex-Councilman Z. D. Mathuss, who 
on Monday was appointed to succeed 
George Sinsabaugh, resigned, as a 
member of the Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners, took his seat with that body 
at the regular meeting yesterday morn- 
‘ing. .When_he appeared the 
jokingly asked him what evidence of 
his appointment he had, the board not 
having been officially informed of his 
appointment, Mr. Mathuss at once dis- 
played a neat commissioner’s badge of 
the regulation design. 

After all the difficulty that was en- 
countered by the city in its efforts to 
secure an engine-house site in the 
Plaza district, it now appears that 
there is to be additional trouble with 
the purchase that was finally made. 
The city bought a lot from the Wilcox 
estate, situated on Aliso street between 
Los Angeles and Alameda, on which 
there is a large brick building. It had 
been expected that this building could 


the new apparatus, which is soon to ar- 
rive from the East, until the new en- 
gine-houses can be erected. Yester- 
day, however, the Board of Fire Com- 
‘missioners was notified that the pres- 
ent tenant of the building has a lease 
-thereon which will not expire for ten 
months, and even after that he has no 
intention of giving possession, on ac- 
count of some mysterous agreement, 
the exact nature of which was not ex- 
piained.

face. It is probable that the Mayor will 
not approve the-final ordinance for the 
purchase until the matter is finally set- 
tled, and it is known just when the city 
can secure possession of the property. 
The Council, however, will strongly op- 
pose any proposition to purchase an- 
other piece of property in that district, 
the fight over that matter being con- 
sidered settled. 

The fire department will participate 
in the parade which will be a part of 
the Harbor Jubilee on the afternoon of 
April 27. A request was made of the 
commission by the Jubilee Committee 
that the department be permitted -to 
take part in the parade, the statement 
being made that cash prizes would be 
awarded to companies making the best 
showing.

CITY’S WATER SUPPLY. 


City Engineer Olmsted’s Visit to the 
River’s Source. 

For the purpose of ascertaining defi- 
nitely just what the supply of water 
of this city for the coming season will 
be, and to determine the effect of re- 
cent rains upon the volume of water, 
City Engineer Olmsted, accompanied 
by. the 


source of the Los Angeles River a few. 


days ago and examined closely a large 
portion of the immense water basin 
there. Concerning his trip, Mr. Olm- 
sted said yesterday: 

“We did not find as much snow in 
the mountains as we had expected, but 
there was every indication that before 
we arrived there the snow had been 
much deeper, and that a large portion 
of it had melted. We went up Pecoima, 
over Mt. Gleason into the Big Tejunga, 
and made a careful inspection of the 
conditions there. Of course our inves- 
tigation was not as extensive as it 


would. have-been-had be had -several 


days more to spend in the mountains, 
but we saw what we went after. It was 
raining hard on the mountains when 
we arrived, and continued during most 
There was 
two or three feet of snow on the moun- 
tains, and in places where there was no 
snow the ground was so soft that even 
our pack animals had much difficulty 
in traveling. They would sink deeply 
in the mud, which was so soft as to in- 
dicate that much water had fallen on 
it. This on a mountainside indicates 
that the last storm gave tht mountains 
a thorough drenching. The condition 
of the forests was better than I had 
expected to find it, for I feared the 
forest fires last summer had destroyed 
large sections of forest. There has 
never been a really bad fire on the Pe- 
coima, and last season's fires did little 
damage there. There must have been 
at least three inches of rainfall there 
from the last storm alone. Of course 
this improves conditions with reference 
to the city’s water supply. I said some 
weeks ago that I was satisfied that the 
city’s supply would be ample for all or- 
dinary needs during the coming season, 
and although three inches of rain there 
does not add a great deal to the vast 
amount of water in the basin from 
which our supply is secured, it of course 
makes the supply assured, even though 
we get no more rain.” 


SIGNED BOTH ORDINANCES. 


New License Uaws Become Effective 
Saturday.

The first of these cases to be re- 
ported was ah expected one. It de- 
veloped at No. 962 West Thirty-second 
street, between Hoover and McClintock 
streets, the patient being Miss Vera 
Wilcox... Her father has been under 
treatment for a case of varioloid for 
some time. and his having the disease 
is ‘responsible for her taking it. The 
case is not considered a sérious one to. 
the patient, but in point of exposure 
the existencé Sf the disease in that 
family is-not without danger to many 
other persons: er’s case was 
so light that the attending physician, 
a warm personal friend of the family, 
did not discover what it was until too 
late to prevént not only members: of 
his own family from being exposed, 
but also giving an opportunity for the 
exposure of other neighbors. As soon 
as the true nature of the father’s ill- 
ness was ascertained, everything that 
could be done. to offset the exposure 
was done. This is the first case that 


has developed from it, and the Health 


Officer fears that others may be re- 
ported before Sunday. The _ original 
source of the infection is not known. 
The other case of the disease re- 
ported yesterday developed at No. 913 
San Fernando street, the patient be- 
ing Mrs. Perdue, the wife of an em- 
ployé of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. She had never been successfully 
vaccinated, and this case promises to 


be one of confluent smallpox. The 
usual precautions were taken, the 
patient being removed to the City 


Hospital last night, and the house in 
which she lived being thoroughly fumi- 
gated and placed under quarantine. 


Wants Mere Time. 

R. S. Chapman of San _ Francisco, 
Pacific Coast agent for the American 
Fire Engine Company of Seneca Falls, 
N. Y.,. has petitioned the City Council 
for twenty days’ additional time ip 
which to deliver to the city the three 
fire engines purchased some months 
ago. The contract calls for the deliv- 
ery of the engines by May 1, and the 
company desires to deliver them May 
20. The reason assigned for the delay is 
that the company is endeavoring to fur- 
nish the city the best engines that it 
ean turn out, and the care necessary 
in their construction has caused some 
delay in completing them. 


Pesthouse Site Offered. 

_ J. B. Sanchez has filed a proposition 
in the City Clerk’s office in which he 
offers. to sell to the city, as a site for 
a pesthouse, a tract of land just east 
of the river and south and west of the 
Santa Fé tracks. The property is im- 
proved, a four-room house, stable, well

as the improvements. The price asked 
for the property is $1000. 


Willing to Sell or Trade. 

Alfred Solano has addressed a com- 
munication to .the City . Council in 
which he offers to sell or exhcange for 
land owned by the city a number of 
small parcels situated near 
Elysian Park. Some time ago an effort 
was made to secure some kind of trade 
which would unite several small tracts 
into one large one. Mr. Solano says the 
land he would give is more valuable 
than that he would receive, but the 
exchange would result in giving his 
lots on Buena Vista street a greater 
depth. 


Not Approved Yet. 

The Mayor has not yet approved the 
contract and bond between the city 
and the Gamewell Fire Alarm Tele- 
graph Company to supply the city with 
a fifty-box police signal system. The 
contract passed the Council by a 
unanimous vote a week ago last Mon- 
day. and since that time the papers 
have been in the hands of the Mayor. 
Asked by the agent of the company 
yesterday if he had signed the contract 
on behalf of the city, the Mayor re- 
nlied that he had not, and that three 
members of the Council had applied to 
him to returnthe papers to the Coun- 
cil without his approval. He did not 
sav who the Councilmen were, or why 
the request had been made. Whether 
he will comply with this request or not 
will not be known until Monday, un- 
less he changes his mind and signs the 
papers before that time. —

thought wise to pay any salaries to the 
township justices or constables, but 
have prepared a scale of fees in crim- 
inal and civil cases, which these law 
officers may charge, and so recoup 
themselves in lieu of salary.

action of Justice E. P. Truitt is made 
matter of complaint. 

On the 9th inst. a Mrs. Eva Dickhoff 
appeared before Justice Truitt and 
Swore t6 a complaint charging one 
George W. Nelson, a merchant of Nor- 
walk, with the crime of indecent ex- 
posure. The complainant averred that 
the crime was committed on July 4, 
1897, nearly two years before, and upon 
such representation the Justice issued 
a warrant for the arrest of the alleged 
offender. Nelson was duly arraigned, 
his case set and a jury summoned, and 
the matter very promptly disposed of 
on Tuesday. The District Attorney had

Attorney L. G. Peck, representing Nel-

Justice Truitt without demur. dis-

But the provision referred to was ele- 
mentary law, and a township justice 
is presumed to be at least acquainted 
with the fundaméntal principles which 
have to be applied in his court.

Rosina Lugo Seeks to Recover a 
Large Wage Account.

The plaintiff was suing on the assigned 
claim of Rosina Lugo, a young Mexi- 
can girl, for twenty months’ wages, at 
$30 per month, or an aggregate of 
$600. The defendant, Saba, isan Armen- 
ian, and it was a motley throng of 
Armenians, Mexicans and negros that 
gathered in the court-room. 
~The defendant firm conduct a grocery 
store at the corner of Buena Vista and 
Ord streets, and Rosina Lugo averred 
that she cooked for all hands, cleaned 
the house and store and did all the 
mending, and performed the multi- 
farious duties of servant of all work. 
A numer of witnesses testified to these 
facts, but when it came to the defen- 
dants to put in their case, a most un- 
usual defense was set up. It was 
claimed that meretricious relations had 
been established between Joseph Saba 
and the girl, Rosina Lugo, and that 
there had never been any question of 
wages. A number of witnesses testi- 
fied to this state of the case, but in 
rather a curious way, the last witness 
being a French woman, who gave the 
name of Rose O’Grady, and_ spoke 
panish to the interpreter. It was not 
own by any one that Saba lavished 
any affection upon the girl alleged to 
be his mistress, or that he did more 
for her than supply her with food, and 
give her $5 when. she finally left his 
employ. . 
As it appeared that the girl had been 
engaged by Joseph Saba. and any 
claim she might have would be against 
him-.and not against the partnership, 
court non-suited the plaintiff. This rul- 
ing will be followed, and -a- new suit 
against Saba individually filed today.

Judge Allen, instead of allowing the 
trial to proceed, advised the contestants 
to amicably settle the matter. The to- 
tal amount in controversy was $1074, 
and the court advised them to divide 
the amount and the defendant give a 
mortgage for $537 and divide the costs 
between them. In order that this course 
might be taken, the case was continued 
until Saturday morning.

PRICES OF SUGAR. Cosmo Mor- 
gan, the local sugar broker, has issued 
a very useful chart, showing all the 
fluctuations in the sugar market from 
September 28, 1897, to date. Dry gran- 
ulated is taken as the standard, and the 
chart shows that on the initial date 
these goods were selling at 545s cents 
per pound. October 26 there Was a drop 
to 514: Dec. 15, rise to 55g; Dec. 23, 5%; 
Jan. 25, 1898, back to 65%; Feb. 
5, up to 53%; March 11, to 55, April 6, 
54%; April 30, 5%; September 6, 6 cents. 
October 6 there was a tumble to 5'6; 
December 6, a rise to 5%, at which 
price the market was steady to March 
13, 1899, when there was another plunge 
to 6%, the present price. The chart is 
very useful to wholesale merchants, 
and, indeed, to large retailers, as a 
guide in their business. . 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

COAL OUTPUT. The United States 
Bureau of Statistics has published a 
pamphlet on the production of coal in 
this country, which reveals some in- 
teresting facts: 

From this it appears’ that the coal 
production of the United States is now 
nearly five times as much as in 1870, 
that the exportation has in that time 
increased from 250,000 tons to over 4,- 
000.000 tons, and that the United 
States, which but 17 
per cent. of the world’s output, now 
furnishes about 25 per cent. : 

No other country shows such rapid 
increase in coal production as does the 
United States. Great Lritain’s average 
annual coal product, as shown by a re- 
cent and widely quoted statistical pub- 
lication of the Swedish government, in 
ihe five-year period, 1871-75, amounted 
to 127,000,000 tons, and 1894-95- 
amouted to 185,000,000 tons, an increase 
of 45 per cent. in: the average annual 
output. Germany's average annual coal 
product in the period, 1871-75, was 45.- 
000,000 tons, and in the five-year period, 
1891-95. was 97,000,000 tons, an increase 
of 115 er cent. The average annual coal 
production of France in period 
1871-75. was 16,000,000 tons, and in the 
term 1891-95, was 27,000,000 tons, am in- 
crease of 70 per cent. The average an- 
nual coal production of the -Unite 
States-in the period Was 45.000.-

Judge Shaw of the Superior Court, knock- 
ing out the Villa-street improvement. It 
was a regular dynamite bomb for Pasadena, 
the defeat of the Villa-street scheme being 
only a small part of the havoc it Cre. 
It upset more pots and pans, plots and 
plans than any ruling that has come from 
the court to this city for years, and it leaves 
a number of them suspended in the highly 
interesting pose of Mahomet’'s coffin. 
For one thing the Street Superintendent 
has just received official notice 
at the big Terrace Drive 
sky-high by the decision, 
and he must not take any further steps un- 


the ordinance fer doing the work. The. 


City Attorney says in his communication 
to the Street Superintendent, that the report 
of the Terrace avenue commissioners is 
“subject to the same infirmity’ as that 
found by the court in the Villa-street com- 
missioners, and therefore void, the principal 
defect being that the commissioners did not 
place a valuation on the property as- 
sessed. Under the ordinance the routine of 
collecting the assessments for the Terrace- 
avenue improvement was to have been com- 
menced this week, but not a dollar will be 
collected, and the procedure will be dropped 
where it is. 

The condition of things relative to the 
extension of Center street is more compii- 
cated. With three or four exceptions, the 
assessments in this district have been paid. 
The former owners have given deeds to the 
city of the land taken, the city has paid 
them with its warrants, and tne business 
has been nearly wound up. ‘“‘The same in- 
firmity,’’ however, exists in the report of 
the commissioners on this street, the law- 
yers say. If the ordinance should be con- 


ue ed in the court, it would be thrown out 


for precisely the same reason that 
dated the Villa-street ordinance. What 
makes the situation on this street very pic- 
turesque, is the fact that a contest of the 
commissioners’ award, brought—by—C._C. 
Brown, is still pending, although it has not 
yet got into the court. By persistently hold- 
ing out, however, Mr. Brown has hung 
up all proceedings, has estopped the pay- 
ment of moneys on city warrants, and has 
prevented a stroke or work being done, 
though the improvement has been ordereé4, 
and all is in readiness for going ahead. 


The revelation that the report and ordinance 


in this case were defective, seemS to place 
Mr. Brown in a situation where he can po- 
litely insist that, in the disputed matter 
of damages due him, the city shall ap- 
proach his terms or thereabouts. He seems

_ Manila. Ii what a mess the city would find 
itself, if the court should be called upon 
to overturn this improvement, after aii 
these deeds and warrants have been exe 
cuted. 

Another spicy query which has been raised 
by the court's double-ender is, who will pay 
the commissioners in the Villa-street and 
Terrace-avenue cases for all the work they 
put in? The bills of the Villa-street com- 
missioners were $253, and of the Terrace- 
avenue commissioners were $651.76. These 
gentlemen were to have, been paid for their 
labors out of the assessments culnected. Now 
that the assessments turn out to be like the 
underwear worn by Adam and Eve, the 
commissioners will have to go a-gunning for 
their wages. As the City Council ordered 
them to do the work, it may be necessary 
for that body to resolve itself into a com- 
mittee of ways and means. 

But there is another conundrum, one quite 
as gossipy as any in the mix-up, and that 
is, will the attorneys for the Terrace-avg ue 
remonstrants get the $1000 which was prom- 
ised to them if they woul® knock out that 
ordinance? They filed their complaint in this 
case with the court last Saturday, although 
the decision in the Villa-street case had 
already killed “all the Cock Robins “in sight 
on Terrace avenue. It is the talk of the 
day that some of the parties who joined the 
syndicate to fight this case now want to 
back out, on the ground that there is noth- 
ing to fight, that the battle was won before 
their champions got into the ring. The at- 
torneys, however, can point.to the fact that 
the ordinance which they were employed to 
overturn has been officially declared de- 
funct by the City Attorney of Pasadena, 
and their clients are saved the expense of 
a warfare in the courts.

INTERCOLONIAL ROAD BED. 
Running Powers of the Canadian 
Pacific Over it May Be Cancelled, 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March 29.—A special 
to the Tribune from Montreal says 
negotiations are now being carried on 
tm that city between officials of the 
Intercolonial and Canadian Pacific 
Railways which are likely to result in 
a cancellation of the running powers 
now enjoyed by the latter over the In- 
tercolonial road bed between St. John, 
N. P., and Halifax, N. S. By reason of 
these powers, conferred years ago by 
a political deal, the Canadian Pacific 
has been running its through trains be- 
tween Montreal and Halifax over the 
Intercolonial tracks doing the bulk of 
the business on account of the shorter 
haul, without paying a cent of rental, 
but instead of receiving an annual sub- 
vention of $50,000 from the government 
for destroying the revenue of its own 
road. . 

The government has given notice 
that this arrangement must cease on 
June 30. After this date the officials 
of the government road want to re- 
tain for their own trains the entire 
traffice between these two _ points.

TOPEKA (Kan.,) March 29.—United 
States District Attorney Lambert today 
filed a suit in the United States Dis- 
trict Court against William Martin- 
dale of Emporia to recover claims ag- 
gregating $166,000, alleged to be due 
the defunct First National Bank of 
Emporia in various transactions in 
which Martindale was involved.

The failure of the bank, November 16 
last, was attended with sensational fea- 
tures. One hour after the Bank had 
been ordered closed by the Comptroller 
of the Currency, Charles S. Cross, its 
president and one of the best-known 
breeders of Herefords in the West, re- 
tired to his famous ‘“‘Sunnyslope”’ stock 
farm, near Emporia, and committed 
suicide. 

A week later a confession which 
Cross had left was made public. In it 
Cross exonerated Vice-President Mar- 
tindale and the other bank officials from 
all blame connected with the failure, 
admitting that he had lost the bank’s 
money in cattle and other speculations, 
Martindale has for years been one of 
the most prominent and respected men 
in Kansas.

SAN DIBGO, March 29.—[Regulag, Corre- 
spondence.}] When Ruesian. Mike, the 
slayer of Dan Cassidy, became sober in 
his cell in the County Jail yesterday, he 
expressed sorrow for what he had done. 
He denied all knowledge of the shooting, 
and said he must have beén pretty drunk 
when he did it. “I did not know that 
Dan Cassidy had been killed until the of- 
ficers told me this morning,’ he said. “I 
don't remember anything that happened 
last night, except that Dan put his hand 
in my pocket and took out $3. 1 must have 
shot him for that, because we never had 
any trouble before. He was one of the best 
friends that I had on earth, and would never 
refuse to assist me _ financially when 
needed any money. I never carry a gun, 
and I don’t remember having had one last 
night. I must have killed ‘Dan while I 
was too drunk to know what I was doing.” 
Russian Mike was nervous all day, and in 
the afternoon requested that Dr. Goche- 
nauer be called for the purpose of giving 
him an opiate to steady his nerves. 

he Coroner's inquest over the remains 
of the murdered, man was held yesterday, 
and the jury brought in a verdict that 
“death resulted from a mortal wound, 
caused by a pistol shot fired from a pistol 
by Michael Rose, otherwise known as Rus- 
sian Mike. The testimony of the witnesses 
did. not differ materially from the story 
already printed. It developed, however, 
that Russian Mike started to go behind 
the bar about fifteen minutes before the 
shooting and that Cassidy knocked him 
down. A post mortem examination was 
made last night for the purpose of recover- 
ing the bullet and ascertaining the course 
that it took after entering the head.
